Discovered by league experts 
wishing.to lower prices of powerful 
quinine rings, limiting quinine sup- 
plies far below world requirements, 
totaquina is becoming popular. 

Hospitals and dispensaries in Al- 
geria, Morocco, Malaya, China, 
Italy, France, Rumania, and Spain, 
are ‘using -totaquina instead of 
quinine, according to. the league 
health section's new survey.

The chronteshertige of quinine, |’ 


the world’s production ‘of which is 
572, tons less than required annu- 
ally, is. considered in.the survey ‘as 
one of the’ main difficulties of rid- 
ding mankind of widespread ma- 
laria. a 
While the world does not pro- 
duce more than’ 600 totis of quinine 
annually, at least 1,172 tons are re- 
quired each year by the 68 ma- 
larious countries covered by the 
league’s investigations. 

To find a cheap substitute for qui- 
nine, league experts experimented 
until they discovered totaquina, 
which is a total alcaloid mixture 
from different alcaloids of cinchona, 
It has been approved by the 
league’s malaria commission repre« 
senting all the various schools of 
malariology. 


The world’s governments should 
poll their knowledge of malaria 
even more than previously,’ the ‘sur- 
yey states. Some strains of ma- 
laria are virulent in. one country 
and mild in another, thus making 
it essential to study malaria® on in- 
ternational lines, it-is added,

Yet that is exactly 
what the Soviet union does, The 
newspapers are filled with protests 
about and’ criticism# of’ the mat 
service. . 

Recently an official was sent to 
inspect the post office in Tashkent. 
His report on. mail service there 
(which may or may not, be worse 
than in the average town) was a 
surprising expose of. inefficiency. 

Registered letters, he found, some- 
times were not delivered for six 
or eight weeks after their receipt. 
Collections from the city mail boxes 
were irregniar. Sometimes only 
19 of the city’s 50 mail boxes were 
cleared during the day. ;
